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The best things in life are not free. Directories are certainly no ex- 
ception. 


In the March 1959 issue of MLN the Library Commission made its 
first attempt at compiling a complete Directory of Mississippi library 
information. This turned out to be an interesting, challenging, expensive 
and all but overwhelming undertaking. Besides the extensive corres- 
pondence necessary to gather the information and the staff hours to 


compile it, there was the practical consideration of 50 pages required 
to print it in MLN. 


Viewed then in terms of its costs, we ask ourselves whether it was— 
and is—worth it. The consensus of reader and staff opinion, as best we 
can evaluate it, is that it has been well worth it. From unexpected 
sources throughout the country and the state have come expressions 
of appreciation for the Directory and testimonials as to its usefulness. 


Evidences of its value led immediately (tempus does indeed fugit!) 
into consideration of whether we should attempt a new Directory issue 
each year. Whereupon only 9 months have passed since the first one 
and considering that the staff and finances are no less hard pressed now 
than they were in March, it seems sufficient to bring the 1958-1959 
Directory up-to-date with what changes, additions, and corrections we 
have information to make. 


To get complete information about Mississippi libraries, therefore 
the 2 issues of MLN for March 1959 and for December 1959 will have to 
be used together. Because the Directory information comprised most of 
the March 1959 issue more copies were printed than for the average 
run and are still available if needed to combine with the supplementary 
Directory data in this December 1959 issue. 


The Editorial Board of MLN and the staff of the Library Commis- 
sion invite critical comments on this question of Directory information. 
Nobody—compiler, editor, or reader—has time on his hands that he 
prefers to spend in futile effort; unless it serves some useful purpose 
to its readers, nothing is justified in MLN.

BOOKMOBILES 


In addition to the 169 stationary points of access to books there is mobile 
service in 42 of the 82 counties in the state. Below are listed the library sys. 
tems which operate these bookmobiles and the number of different places each 
bookmobile visits. The stops range in frequency from once a month to once 
a week; they range in length from 10 minutes in scattered, sparsely settled 
areas to a full half day in more thickly populated suburban areas around the 


cities or in larger communities which may prefer mobile service to a stationary 


branch. 


The degree to which the public library has been able to assume its res- 
ponsibility for service to the general public rather than to substitute for or 
supplement school library service may be indicated by a comparison between 


the number of stops at schools and the number of stops at communities.

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STRUCTURE 


By Administrative Organization 


The answer to the question “How many libraries are there in Mississippi?” 
grows increasingly impossible to give, except in whatever frame of reference 
the inquirer asks it. Officially speaking, the number is determined by the nun- 
ber of library organizations. However, for certain service purposes and ad- 
vantages, two or more of these independent administrative units may join 
together into a system, so the “number” of libraries tends to vary again. Many 
libraries start out with a community, town, municipal, or county stucture and 
move later into broader administrative patterns. Thus, and in keeping with 
the recommendations of the new Public Library Standards, the future will 
continue to produce fewer “libraries” administratively and more “libraries” 
as points of access to books. 


To the March 1959 list of libraries by structure of their administrative 
organization there need to be made the changes and additions explained below. 


Multi-County Systems 


Pontotoc and Calhoun counties are in the process of negotiating a regional 
library contract. When this is accomplished, they will be engaged by the Library 
Commission to extend their mobile service to Chickasaw County. 


The Rolling Fork Library has become the center of operations for the 
Twin-County Demonstration including Sharkey and Issaquena counties. 


Northeast Regional Library has been hired by the Library Commission to 
give library service to Benton County for a demonstration period of one year. 


Copiah County Library and the Library Commission have negotiated a 
contract whereby Copiah will operate bookmobile service in Jefferson County 
and a branch library in Fayette. 


Municipal or Town Libraries 


The following town libraries have been organized with specific plans to 
expand into larger units of service as soon as broader bases of support can be 
secured: 


Centreville, Crosby, Gloster, Liberty, Taylorsville, Water Valley, Woodville. 


Mrs. Lucille Chapman is librarian at Water Valley. The other 6 are being 
operated by volunteers until financial support from the towns and counties 
can be obtained. 
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PUBLIC LIBRARY STATISTICS

What of statistics? 


No other responsibility gives the Library Commission as much concern as 
does that of assembling, compiling and distributing library statistics. While 
figures do not lie, they do, when printed without explanatory and interpretative 
background, often fail to tell the truth. At their best they serve as poor meas- 
ures for library service. 


A library owns so many books. What books? A library circulates so many 
books. To whom? For how long? For what purpose? Under what conditions? 
How counted? And anyway, how many books should a library—just any library— 
circulate? A library has so much money. How much should it have? What did 
it spend it for? There are so many staff members. What do they spend their 
time doing? What is the relationship between ability and performance, between 
actual qualifications and paper qualifications? 


The longer one thinks about statistics and dwells on figures as a measure 
of libraries or as a means for making comparisons among different libraries 
the more questions arise and the further the answers recede. Why collect sta- 
tistics, then? Have they any value? 


Indeed they have. When statistical figures are studied against a back- 
ground of knowledge of local conditions and circumstances they become an ex- 
citing part of a library’s portrait. But if used for comparative purposes among 
libraries with no interpretation, statistics can be often unfair and sometimes 
harmful. 


Out of the mass of data presented in annual reports, therefore, what is 
most significant as measures of library adequacy? Which items lend them- 
selves to more objectivity than others? Which depends least on interpretation 
and contains the most common elements among the several libraries? What 
produces the sharpest images in library portraiture? It is in seeking replies 
to these questions that we decided to present statistics involving three aspects 
of library data: 1. Finances 2. Materials 3. Hours open to the public for service 
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FINANCES 


Two factors of equal importance must be considered simultaneously in ana. 
lyzing library finance: Total Basic Income and Per Capita Income. Either alone 
is not sufficient to determine the financial adequacy. A library may have a 
very high per capita income and still have too small a total income to give good 
service while a library may have a huge total income and have to serve such 
a large population that its effectiveness is limited. A listing of the financial 
condition of Mississippi’s public libraries as revealed through their tax income 
(no consideration was made of fines, rentals, and small miscellaneous income) 
follows, based on an examination of both total basic income and per capita 


income.

MATERIALS 


No public library can possibly be any better than what it has in it. Build- 
ings, no matter how up-to-date, and personnel, no matter how well trained 
nor how willing, cannot give good library service without enough of the right 
books. 


While the amount of money spent for books is not the only criteria for 
judging a book collection, it is certainly indicative of what a library can or 
cannot offer its readers in the way of up-to-date, inclusive material. A summary 
of the total amount of money reported as spent for library materials (including 
commercial binding, books, magazines, and audio-visual material) reveals these 
facts: 


57 libraries filed Annual Reports 


7 had no book funds last year; 6 were new libraries whose initial book 
collections were furnished by the Mississippi Library Commission as
